TOKATQ GBOF. 

Waihlngton, D. C, August «0.— B«- 

KimiinK ••al ly In tlic jciir ami contin- 
uing until late iu tlio fall, tomatoes arc 
BUipp«d oommerctally from over half 
ot the BtatPH or t)io I'nion. There Is 
probably no other perishable vege- 
table commonly grown out-of-doors in 
the United which appears on the mar- 
ket through a longer season than does 
the tomato. 

Floriiin, of roiirae, with its location 
and climate, stands as the premier to- 
mato state and starts the tomato 
movamant e%cb year In January. The 
northern states, such as New York and 
Ohio, finish luit ttio Hoason in Octoljer, 
and by the time the movement Is over, 
approximately 12,000 cars are moved 
for table coiisiiinptlon, according to a 
recent survey, made by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and published in 
Bulletin No. 290, "Rail Shipments and 
Distribntlou of Fresh Tomatoea in 
W14.'* 

Florida ships about half the toma- 
toes moved (6,000 cars), with Mississ- 
ippi, New Jersey and Texas liaudiing 
approximately 1,600 cars apiece. The 
other states grow tomatoes in smaller 
quantities. Init la (■crtain diulrict.'i, 
such as West Tennessee, the crop is 
of great loeal Importanca. 

The bulletin presents figures show- 
ing that a total of twelve thousand 
oars were moved, but this by no means 
reprcpciils llw entire tomato eroii. 
since an elTurl was made to exclude 
those going to canneries and catsup 
faotortes. When demand for toni.ifoes 
In the market \» iieavy, it is more pro- 
fitable to Hliii> the tomatoes whieli 
were originally intended for the can- 
neries, but If the market is weak, 
iHi Ker (lua^titlea are offered for can- 
. uing. 

There are certain localities whore 
it is more profitable to raise tdiiuitci s 
for canning than for tabic use. New 
York, Delaware and Ohio put the bulk 
of tlieir produrtlon into tlie ean, so 
that the total used for this pur- 
pose ts more than that shipped for 
tab!* use. 

Most of the table tomatoes are pick- 
ed when green and wrapped In paper 
to rii)en on tlie way to market in ven 
tilated cars. Texas for a number of 
years has preferred to send its crop to 
market picked when ripe and ship- 
ped in iced cars. Near many cities 
lari;e (|uanti(ies of tomatoes arc Bhip- 
ped when fully ripe by electric lines, 
truck and other conveyances. 

The different tomato growhiK locali- 
ties endeavor to raise their crop so as 
not to be In competition with each 
other, and every effort Is made to riiBi! 
the crop to market before the local 
tomatoes come In. The last of the 
southern crop Is frequently wasted be- 
cause it can not sell in competition 
with nortlierii tomatoes. 

The bulletin published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture contains 

charlu Hliowing tlie shipping periods 
of the various states, a map with the 
tomato-producing sectons Indloatad 

and a list of tlio railroad stations ship- 
ping tomatoes, with the amount ship- 
ped from eaeh.

says Arthur J. Balfour, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, of the Zeppelin raids 
on England in a letter to a corre- 
spondent who had complained that tlic 
nrltish accounts of these raids were 
meager, while the Oarman reporta on 
tile Hanic eventa "ara qnlta rleli In lu- 
rid details." 

"The reason," aaya Mr. Balfour in 
his letter, "is quite simple. Zeppelin 
attack under cover of night, and by 
preference on moonless nights. In 
such conditions landmarks are elusive, 
naviKntlon difficult and errors Inevli 
ahle and sometimes of surprising mag- 
nitude. The Germans Constantly as' 
sert, and may sometlnea believe, that 
they dropped bombs on places which 
in fact they never approached. 

"Why make their future voyages 
easier by telling them where they 
blundered In the past? Let us learn 
what we can from the enemy, but let 
us teach him only what we must. 

"Nobody will, I think, be dlapoaad to 

doubt that this reticense is JndloiOUS 
But the question may still ha aakcd 
whether it is used not merely to em- 

harass the Germans but unduly to re 
assure the British. 

"How onght we to rate the Zeppe- 
lins among the weapons of attack and 

what have they done and what can 
iIh V do' To this last question I do 
not offer a reply. I can not prophesy 
about the future of a method of war 

fare which still is in its Infancy, 
can, however, say something of its re- 
sults in the past 

"That it has caused mnrh suffering 
to many innocent people, unhappily is 
certain, but even this result, with all 
its tragedy, has been modified out of 
all proiiortioii by ill-informed rumor 

"i am assured by the home office 
that, during the last twelve months 
seventy-one civilian adults and eigh 
teen children have been killed and that 
189 civilian adults and thirty-one chli 
dren have been Injured. Judged by 
iinmbera, tins cumulative result of 
niatiy successive crimes does not equal 
the single effort of a submarine which 
to the unconcealed pride of Germany 
and the horror of all the world, sent 
l.lOK unoffending civilians to the Iwt 
torn in the Lusltania. 

"Yet It is bad enough, and we may 
well ask wliat military adv.intage has 
been gained at the cost of so much 
l)Iood."

Washington, D. C, August SO.— 
"Huiti up around the deep pOOkM qf 
the Kieler Foebrde, a narrow arm of 
the Baltic Sea, that cuts Its way back 

Into llie pio\in( '- of Holsteiii, tlie old 

city of Kiel lies well-shielded from all 
hostile attack and centrally placed 

for the use of the fleet, either upon the 
open ocean or upon the inland sea," 
begins a bulletin just pravared by the 
National Geographic Society. "This 
ancient port city Is headquarters for 
German sea strength, the first naval 
station ot the empire, the point from 
which orders have been issued direct- 
ing the unequal duel between the ships 
of the KaUer and the fieeu of Britain. 

"The great war-ahrbor of Kiel is 
one of the finest and most powerfully 
protected harbors in the world. The 
sea-arm, whose base Is enclosed by 
the port, has a narrow entrance and a 
long, irregular surface. The entrance 
and the strategic points along the 
bank are heavily fortified. Fort Falk- 
enstein and Fort atosch guard the 
narrows about tliree and a half miles 
above the town. Flanking the northern 
termination of the new Kiel suburbs, 
the Kaiser Wllhelni canal, a triumph 
of patience and engineering, cults its 
way Into the sheltered bay. By means 
of this canal, Kiel Is in close commu- 
nication with the North Sea, and units 
of the Kaiser's navy can be transfer- 
red rapidly and safely from the war 
theater to the open ocean to that of 
the Baltie. 

"The Kaiser Wilhelm canal or the 
Baltic ship canal is the product of an 
idea which ripened through centuries. 
Projects for connecting the Baltic and 
North Seas by a water route through 
the northern peninsula which should 
avoid the dangerous passage around 
Jutland were considered spasmodically 
from 13(»0 on, hut it remained to the 
military necessities of a great empire 
to bring about the realisation of this 
ail\ aiitar.eous waterway for trade. Any 
numlier of bashful beginnings of the 
projected -way were made before the 
construction of the present canal was 
undertaken by the first German emper- 
or. Kaiser Wilhelm I laid tlie founda- 
tion stone for the canal in 1887, and 
the costly avenue was formally de- 
clared open by the pr< sent einin ror In 
1895. The original canal has been ex- 
tensively Improved. 

"The canal crosses the iieiiinsnla 
from Holtenau Just beyond the north 
em suburbs of Kiel to' Brunsbuettel at 
tlie mouth of llie Klb(\ at sea level, the 
locks at either end merely serving to 
neutralize the tides. It is sixty miles 
long, with a depth of more than thirty 
feet and a width suincient to pass the 
largest men-of-war. A Steamer takes 
between eight and nine hours to pass 
through the canal, thus bringing the 
advance (leriimn naval base at Mellgo 
land withl;i easy reach of the Kiel 
headquarters. The whole way at night 

is lighted with electricity. The first 
cost of the Uultic ship canal was |39,- 
000,000. Other mllUona have been ex 
pended in Its Improvement. Regular 
steamer excursion service was main 
tained here before the war, but the 
voyage offered little of Interest besides 
steep banks here and there spiritless 
scenery. 

"Great, imperial docks, arsenals and 
navy yards are located at Kiel, aa are 

also admiralty headquarters and the 
imperial naval academy. Foreigners 
were not dmltted to the docks and 
yards. Many thotiaands of visitors 
regularly attended Kleler-Woche 
(Kiel Week), the great German regatta 
held each year during the latter part 
of June. This regatta waa aa erant at 
first iniiiortanee in the world ot inter* 
national sport, and yachts from all na< 
tlons interested in water sports were 
annually entered in Its famous races. 
The yacht HohenzoUern, housing the 
emperor and the imperial family, 
builded year, the central point of the 
gay. rich, cosmopolitan throng of 
sportsmen. 

"Kiel is one of the oldest towns in 
Holsteln. The older parts of the town 
are badly built, liavink twisting, nar- 
row, indifferently paved streeCk' and 
being flanked by gnarled, time-tortnr- 
ed buildings. The new town, however, 
is filled with handsome structures and 
is well planned. The city has grown 
in every way, industrially, commer- 
cially, socially, artistically, since be- 
c()niing naval headi|uarters for the 
empire and of the greatest sport event 
upon the German sport calendar."

west Is clamoring. Secretary Lane is 
anxious to have these measures, most 
of which want through one House last 
session, approved by both Houses at 
this session. 

Rural credits legislation, which was 
sidetracked In the closing days of the 
Sixty-third Congress/ 

The paring down of ordinary appro- 
priations and the reduction of "pork 
barrel" Mlla to the mlnlmom, in Tlew 
of the demands elsewhere. 

May Revive Ship Hill. 

In addition to these general mat- 
ters the Senate will begin early con- 
sideration of the cloture rule and the 
revival of the shipping bill 1h expect- 
ed. The Senate also has pending the 
treaties with Nicaragua and Colombia. 

With such an extensive program it 
U believed that Congress will remain 
in session until tha Prssldaatlal oam- 
patgns arc on next summer. 

.National defense and revenue legis- 
lation, the former making the latter 
imperative, will be the bead liners.

New York. August 30.— The thrilling 
story of the torpedoing of tha Nor- 
wegian fltenmer TrDndtiJemRfJord was 
told by Captain Uirkeland, of the 
Norwegian steamer Glance, whloh ar- 
rived from Asalborg, Norway. 

The Trondhsfjord left this port July 
l.") for Dergen and Christlansand In 
command of Captain Bang and a craw 
of thirty-flve oflleers and men. She 

waa a vessel of 2,737 tons net. 

"We left Aalborg July 28." said 
Captain Blrkeland. "and two daya lat- 

er while In the North Sea we slRhteil 
two Hteamerg. One of them, which 
turned ont to be tha Trodnhjemsfjord, 
was boTe to and the other waa going 
ahead at full speed. 

"A moment later I obBerved a Ger- 
man submarine. The submarine had 
siKnals set and I was able to make 

the signal out throuKb "ly K'ass. It 
was an order to the crew of the Tron- 
(ihjemsfjord to take to their boats and 

aliniulon their ship. 

"The crew lowered boats on the op- 
posite side to the snbmarlne and then 
got into them. As soon as this was 
done I saw the submarine Are a tor- 
prdo. I was able to see its wake ri^ht 
up to the moment it struck the ship. 
There was a tremendous explosion and 
th(> TrondHlijfiiisfjord Bfttlcd very 
Mulckly and had supk withia a few 
minutes after being stmek. 

"The submarine thou maneuvered 
around and came up alongside the 
boats and gave them a tow line. The 
commander of the submarine then 
lit'isti'd a algnal, telling me to prepare 
t" take the crew aboard. 

"We hove to and the submarine 
towed the boats alongside. Captain 
Bang and his crew came aboard. With 
him came an offleer and five men o( 
the British nary who had been put 
aboard the Trondhjenisfjord a few 
hours earlier by a British auxiliary 
with orders to take the ship to Kirk- 
wall, Scotland. 

"After the crew had conic aboard my 
ship the submarthe disappeared. The 
other steamer managed to get away 
completely. 

"Two days later we Sighted t)i<' 
Swedish Oiando, bound for Sundvold, 
Sweden, and we transferred aTl the 
tiK'u from the -Trondhjamsf Jord to that 
vessel. 

"Later In the day a British auxil- 
iary siKhteil lis and ordered us to 
Bland by for a boarding party. After 
wo had been examined the British of- 
ficer departed, taking with him some 
of my .ship 8 papers." 

Captain Blrkeland stated that the re- 
mainder of the voyage was wl^thout in- 
cident

TESTING THE TALVE OF THE 
KIirDEMABTBV. 



The value of the kindergarten as 
tested by Its results Is dtsousssd by 

Miss A. M. Winchester In an annual 
review of kindergarten work Just is- 
sued by tha ObmmltsloBsr ot Bduoa- 
tloA, 

- "For several years investigations 
have been undertaken in dlcfTreUt 
cities," says the review, "for the pur- 
pose of asoartalnlng the advantage 

gained by children with kindergarten 
training over non-kindergarten chil- 
dren. Tha emphaala In thasa Investi- 
gations has been placed usually upon 
the rate of speed with which the chil- 
dren make the successive grades." 

"The fallacy of drawing concluaions 
from such surveys," says Miss Win- 
chester, "is manifest at once. It Is well 
nifta impossible to gauge the speed 
correctly, baeause In tha first grade 
l)()tli kindergarten and non-kindergar- 
ten children are placed together, and 
by the rule of uniformity which seems 
iiecesBury in school systems, the toacli- 
cr unconsciously standardizes the pro- 
gress of her class. The laggards are 
brought up by dint of conscientious 
work, and the forward ones aro held 
in leash, that by the time the fifth 
or sixth grade is reached, whatecer 
special Impetus may have resulted 
from tha obihi K idiuiiMmirien training 
has ceased to be measureablo. 

"In any event tha permanent value 
of the kindergarten has little If any 
connection with the number of years 
required to go through the grades. The 
kindergarten's concern Is with the 
content of the years rather than with 
their number; with the fullness of the 
life of the child rather than with the 
mere economy of time. Power to think 
and do, a tendency to assume right at- 
titudes toward life, and ability to work 
and play happily with one's fellows— 
these are the results of training based 
uiHin the bclit'f in education by devel- 
opment." 

An investigation Is about to be un- 
dertaken by the International Kinder- 
garten rjiion in this field. Miss Win- 
chester points out, will involve mak- 
ing a study In several different cities 
of one set of rtiildren who enfiTed kin- 
dergarten live years ago and another 
set In the same school who did not at- 
tend kindergarten. The records of 
these children will be examined with 
reference to their interests, attitudes, 
spirit toward one another and with 
reference to their proficiency in school 
studies. The quality and spirit ot the 
teachers of these children aa well as 
the quality and spirit ot the home from 
«hich the rhiidron coma will ba takeu 

into consideration.
